A. Philip Randolph To Confer With Ike 

White House aides have approved an engagement 
for AFL-CIO Vice President A. Philip Randolph to 
see President Eisenhower, marking the first visit of 
a Negro leader with the chief executive since his re- 
election. 

Unofficial Washington sources reported that Ran- 
dolph, president of the Brotherhood of Sleeping Car 
Porters, has been notified of the acceptance of his re- 
quest for a personal visit with the President. A date 
in January is being considered. Randolph asked for 
such a meeting following his State of the Race Con- 
ference in Washington last April, but the meeting 
had to be delayed because of the President’s illness 
and the election. Randolph will be accompanied by a 
delegation of the nation’s top Negro leaders. 

Among the topics he will discuss, it was learned, 
will be the President’s proposed civil rights program, 
including his endorsement of the right-to-vote bill 
before Congress.

Seeks $20,000 Estate Of White Ohio ‘Stepfather’ 

A 39-year-old houseman, Frank T. Lewis, sought to 
establish a legal claim to the $20,000 estate of a deceased 
white man, Anton Skurnko, whom he said married his 
mother, Blanche, in 1919, later sued for divorce but 
never actually received it in Cleveland. Skurnko left no 
will and no apparent heirs. His cstate could be turned 
over to the city. 

Charlotte, N. C., Negroes Win Right To Play Golf 

Permission for Negroes to play on the segregated Char- 
lotte, N. C., Bonnie Brae public golf course was granted 
following a four-year fight which reached the U. S. 
Supreme Court. Superior Court Judge Susie Sharpe of 
Reidsville, N. C., granted an injunction to 16 Negroes 
which permanently forbids the Charlotte Parks Commis- 
sion from barring them.

A white former South Carolina state 
amas, who helped put Negroes 
on Jasper County juries, waved the pistol 
he was given to protect himself from a 
D. C. pulpit and told his audience the 
vote is “a weapon far more powerful 
than this.” John Bolt Culberson, of 
Greenville, also a former FBI man, said 
the FBI was content to do nothing : 
“about the hooded, secret men... in- Culberson 
timidating the Negro when he tries to vote.” He urged 
Negroes to support the NAACP, “which has done more 
than any organization to bring them freedom.”

Shotgun Blasts Damage Negro Home In Atlanta 

In Atlanta, shotgun blasts broke seven panes from the 
front door and four panes from a front window of the 
house a Negro purchased in a former all-white section. 
Clayton McGhee, a 47-year-old laborer, reported the dam- 
age to police after he went to inspect his newly-bought 
home in an area that has both Negro and white home- 
owners. He plans to occupy the house despite the attack. 


Refuses To Pay Tax On Gas, Freed In Ohio Court 
A 42-year-old member of a Moorish-American sect who 
was arrested for refusing to pay tax on 10 gallons of 
gasoline because the “U. S. never allowed descendants of 
the defeated Moorish nation” to become citizens, was 
freed in Cleveland Municipal Court. The judge ruled that 
there was no statute under which the man could be 
prosecuted. Lonnie Merrill Bey deducted the tax from his 
gasoline purchase at a filling station. “I always buy 
things without paying the tax,” he said. The attendant 
siphoned out the 10 gallons of gas, then called police.

The hero of a crash, over a month 
ago, of a B-36 bomber near Denver, Colo., 
was revealed recently as 38-year-old Air 
Force radiologist, Capt. William H. Con- 
yers Jr., who risked flames and exploding 
cannon shells to remove injured crew 
members from the twisted wreckage. In- 
volved in his first crash since joining the 
Air Force in July 1953, the husky New 
Yorker worked with a fire-fighting crew 
Capt. Conyers in 11-degree weather to pull several of 
the 21 men aboard the plane to safety.

Donald Turner, 24, testified that 
James McCoy allegedly told him “he didn’t serve beer 
to colored people,” after he and Miss Mayzo Lewis, secre- 
tary to Atty. Archie Greenless, president of the city’s 
NAACP chapter, reportedly ordered beer. McCoy, who 
awaits sentencing, denied the charges.

The executive office of the NAACP in New York 
denied that the files of the branch office in Talla- 
hassee, Fla., were stripped of any records prior to 
an investigation of their activities by a special 
prober for the state, Mark Hawes. The denial was 
made from the office of Executive Secretary Roy 
Wilkins.

While giving encouragement to Con- 
nell, the Howard University graduate directed the 40-min- 
ute rescue operation, which required use of a jack, a torch 
and a crane, although his hands were already so numb 
he couldn’t open a morphine syrette to treat the badly- 
bruised man.

Inter-Civic Council and 21 of 
its carpool drivers barely beat the deadline for posting 
$22,000 bonds, and filed appeals in Circuit Court from 
convictions of operating an illegal transportation system. 
The bonds, principally backed by property, were posted 
after two delays had been requested by the bus boycott 
group.

Southern school segregation was struck a body blow 
when Wall Street investment houses passed along the 
word that financing bonds for segregated schools is be- 
coming “too risky.” The impact has already hit Hopewell, 
Va., where school officials failed to receive a single bid on 
a $1 million bond issue they attempted to float. And in 
South Norfolk only one bid was received on a $540,000 
school bond issue. It was rejected, however, because the 
City Council estimated interest costs would add another 
$400,000 to the school construction costs.

little brother, Herbie, was asleep. There had been noises 
outside the house, then a loud bang, and Mamie was fly- 
ing down the street to get help. Converging on the Allen 
home, the congregation scoured the place. They found 
nothing. 

A few hours later, Jo Ann stood looking down the hill 
at Clinton High School, listened briefly to the sounds from 
below, then formed a loose group with five other young- 
sters and followed Rev. Paul Turner and two other white 
men into the building which had been a veritable hell for 
the past three months. Minutes later, she stood with her 
classmates to pledge allegiance to the flag, skipped with 
a slight twinge of conscience the familiar words, “... with 
liberty and justice for all,” and slumped into her seat, 
wondering what new names she could possibly be called. 
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Gathering outside church, seven of original twelve Negro stu- 
dents await parents’ decision on ending their boycott. 


White Students Kept Up Reign Of Terror 

By now, white boys around the town had already en- 
larged her 15-year-old vocabulary with words like “nigger 
bitch,” and “whore.” By now, Rev. Turner was being 
beaten on the sidewalk fronting the telephone exchange. 
By now, Principal D. J. Brittain was deciding he could 
cope with the violence no longer, and was preparing to 
send his 700-odd charges home. 

Regina Turner was at home. Just one week before, she 
had awakened, sweating, from a familiar nightmare. The 
Russians had come and Regina’s white tormentors were 
being demolished in a rain of bombs and gunfire. It wasn’t 
the kind of dream she liked, but Regina smiled a secret 
smile at the justice of it all, worried the covers into posi- 
tion, then found a teen-age dream to occupy the re- 
mainder of her night. Regina’s mother had had enough. 
It wasn’t the whites that frightened the widow, but the 
prospect that one day her daughter might lose an eye or 
be otherwise hurt by flying books, screws, nails, rocks that 
whistled in her direction from corners of the library, 
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auditorium balcony, groups of boys lounging indolently 
on the campus. 

It was against this kind of background last week that 
Clinton High was closed, giving the Negroes a chance to 
shore up their flagging courage. 

For Jo Ann, pretty, 15, and puzzled by “. . . liberty and 
justice for all,” the trouble is almost over. The empty 
Allen house has two beds shoved together in a back room, 
six chairs and a constantly ringing telephone. The Allens 
wait only for settlement of gun-carrying charges against 
the father to pack the car, rent the house, and leave 
Clinton for a new life in Los Angeles. 

But they are not running. Though Mrs. Allen (with the 
move already underway) felt Jo Ann should stay at home, 
the girl insisted she was already behind from the four-day 
boycott. “I’m no hero,” she admitted, “but if I go some of 
the others may go.’’ Added her dad: “We don’t want to 
let them think we’ve quit.” Like the other parents, he 
would hear no talk 
of sending the 
youngsters back to 
the Negro Austin 
High in Knoxville. 

A carpenter by 
trade, Allen, who 
has found jobs 
scarce during the 
past three years, 
has worked as 
waiter and hospital 
orderly to support 
his family.

“There’s no sense,” he says, “in crippling Jo Ann for life 
over some people who can’t even write their names.” 

But like most Clinton parents, the Allens know little 
of the trouble their youngsters have had since becoming 
Tennessee’s first integrated pupils last August. The chil- 
dren don’t talk much, but they do tell of books stolen 
from lockers and put outside to be ruined by rain. Mis- 
siles dropped from the auditorium balcony. Seemingly 
innocent shoves and trampling on toes in the hallways, 
dirty names and the white boys egging them on to fight. 

Bobby Cain knows about the carload of whites slowing 
by Stevie’s juke joint, the colored boys spilling outside as 
if by signal, grabbing rocks and standing, panting by the 
roadside, as a police car nosed over the hill as the sus- 
picious auto gunned away in the darkness. 

How long this nightmare, and Regina’s will continue, 
is anybody’s guess. By last week it seemed the arrest of 
15 whites might partially remove the deep-rcoted cause 
of her unconscious sequel of Russian bombs and guns.

son the contender. Whereas at the beginning of his pro- 
fessional career after the 1952 Olympics he was a reticent 
and inarticulate youngster, today he wears the confidence 
and self-assurance expected of a pro. Though he speaks 
in a slow and modulated tone, his words are well chosen 
and incisive. 

Some observers have commented that Patterson has 
the same class and lack of affectation that distinguished 
Joe Louis, and the same flair for saying the right thing 
at the right time. And, there is every reason to believe 
that Floyd will continue to develop, both as a fighter and 
as an outstanding example of the best the ring has to 
offer. 

D’Amato, the shrewd and wily manager who brought 
Patterson out of the Brooklyn slums and helped him ac- 
cumulate two cars, two homes and a healthy bank ac- 

. count, is first to point out that 
Patterson has arrived. ‘“He’s 
the champion, isn’t he,” the 
white-thatched manager de- 
clares, “and he acts like one. 
Nobody has to tell him what to 
say or how to handle himself. 
He’s learned that —the hard 
way.” 

The wily, intense Italian is 
a man completely dedicated 
to: 1) his property, Floyd Pat- 
terson, and 2) boxing as a way 
of life. “I’ve never had time 
for anything else but boxing,” 
D’Amato says, “and now with 
Floyd as the champion, I 
doubt if anything else will 
ever interest me.” 

A devout Catholic, Floyd The two have such ultimate 
prays in Brooklyn church. faith and trust in each other 
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that, as D’Amato puts 
it, “The only reason 
we have a contract is 
pecause the laws of 
the State of New York 
require it.” 

For the estimated 
$350,000 Patterson 
has grossed as a pro- 
fessional so far—in- 
cluding $114,257.51 in 
the Moore fight —he 
has the expert advice 
of Edwin Schweig and 
Julius November, a 
frm of Wall Street 
investment lawyers 
and counselors. Pub- 
lic Relations Coun- 
selor Leslie Arries ar- 
ranges radio and tele- 
vision engagements 
and contracts for 
magazine articles and 
endorsements. 

If there is a key to the Patterson personality and mo- 
tivation it is perhaps most obvious in the fact that at 21 
he is the sole support of his mother and father, eight 
brothers and two sisters, as well as his own wife and 
child. Always close to his family, he only recently moved 
out of their tenement apartment in Brooklyn after buying 
a place for the family in Mount Vernon, N. Y., and a home 
for his wife and himself in St. Albans, L. I. Floyd is so 
sentimental about family affairs that he named his 
daughter Seneca Victoria after a street in Brooklyn 
where he once lived with his family. 

Today, Floyd Patterson is a man with a brilliant fu- 
ture. However, Floyd himself admits: “We’ve still got 
a long way to go. I want to fight for the next 20 years.”

Joe Louis is fat, 40-some, balding and long-gone as 
heavyweight champion of the world. But he’s still 
“The Champ” to his successors—a tremendous yard- 
stick by which to measure the man.

It 
was significant that among the first words Floyd 
Patterson spoke after he won the title were these:

“He was my idol,” said Rocky, who grieved when 
he had to knock Louis out. “When I was a kid,” 
said Charles, “I used to walk down the street, 
trying to look the way I thought Joe Louis would 
look.” In the Louis tradition, Patterson, who 
has the calmness and humility of the old Brown 
Bomber, added: “I intend to be a fighting 
champion and defend the crown with dignity.”

Floyd Patterson before he is finished, for no one, 
unless it is Eddie Machen of California, seriously 
threatens his kingdom now.
